Emergency Preparedness 




The Membership Annual Assessment (dues) 

notice is included with this Newsletter mailing. 

The 201 1 Assessment will be due on March 

31st. 

The CC&R's allow an assessment increase of 

no more than the annual percentage change 

in the Consumer Price Index (CPI) for the 

Seattle-Tacoma-Bremerton SMSA. The 

annual index increased 4.2% in 2008, 0.6% in 

2009, and just 0.3% in 201 0. 

If we had increased the "allowed" amount 
each year, our assessment would be $65.19 
for 201 1 . After reviewing our 201 finances, 

and considering the current economic 

situation, the Board voted to again assess 

just $62, the same amount assessed in 2008, 

2009 and 2010. 

Please be aware that the CC&R's also dictate 

that interest be charged at 12% per annum 

for past due amounts. In addition, the HOA 

may file a lien against the property when the 

amount owing warrants such action. All liens 

will include fees necessary to file and remove 

the lien, currently an additional $126, plus the 

expense of special forms or certified mail. 

Obviously, it is cost effective for all 

homeowners to become and remain "current" 

with their dues. For those who owe for prior 

years, I will accept payment spread over two 

or more months.

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Spring Gardening

With the days getting longer and Old Man 
Winter beginning to loosen his grip, now is a 
great time to start thinking about your yard or 
garden. This is the perfect time to trim bushes 

and shrubs to make room for new growth, 

and any weeding done now will pay dividends 

later. The soil is very soft this time of year, so 

those big taproots come up easily. 

Yard waste and limbs can be composted, or 

you can pay for a bin from Waste 

Management. I take my yard waste to North 

Mason Fiber in Belfair, where it costs $5-$10 

for a truckload to dump. They use the yard 

waste, along with salmon carcasses from 

hatcheries on the Hood Canal, to make 

incredible compost - which they sell for $5 a 

bag. I used this compost last year, and grew 

peppers which won a blue ribbon in the 

County Fair! I also grew a bounty of 

tomatoes, onions, corn, and garlic... this year, 

I'm thinking about making room for squash. 

If you decide to dig out a space in your yard 

for a garden, remember to pick a place that 

gets plenty of sunlight. And before digging, 

call 81 1 to have underground utilities marked 

in the area... you don't want your dreams of a 

carrot patch to literally go up in smoke by 

accidentally digging into a natural gas line. 

Lawn care is another thing that many people 

start thinking about this time of year as well. 

Many of us have or will soon mow for the first 
time as our lawns are waking up from 

hibernation. Although the grass is growing, it 

is not a good time to fertilize as most of it will 
wash off into Puget Sound instead of being 

absorbed by your grass. Wait a few months 
until May, when the weather is warmer and 
spring rains start subsiding to get the most 

benefit. However, now is an excellent time to 



pull dandelions! My sons favorite garden 
implement is the 'weed stomper' - it pulls 
dandelions by the root. It does take some 
practice to get good at, but before long you 
will find that you can pull weeds with it faster 
than you can spray them with pesticides. 

Happy gardening, and thanks for keeping our 
neighborhood looking great!
